The worst move the anti-Semitic segregationists could 
have made may have been this last act in the series of 
pombings and threats against Jewish houses of worship. 

What happened in Atlanta is something that a democracy 
cannot tolerate. Law and order are the fundamentals of any 
operating government, and most certainly of a, democracy. 

As for the Jews, the shock and the stun of the outrages 
will be replaced by calm resolve. At stake is not the security 
of the Jew—it is much more than that, and the first people 
to realize this will be those who believe that this government 
of and by and for the people is strong enough to cope with 
any outlaw band of any kind. 

It is not entirely unlikely that the heroes of the segre- 
gation fight will emerge to be the Jews, who have the oldest 
living tradition of law, the essence, to a great extent, of the

Neumann Withdrawal 
leaves ZOA Race Open

NEW YORK (P-O)—The sur- 
prise withdrawal of President 
Emanuel Neumann from_ the 
race to succeed himself as pres- 
ident of the Zionist Organiza- 
tion of America, caught his 
backers by — 
surprise this 
week.

Had Neumann not withdrawn, 
Torezyner would have taken a 
full-time executive position in 
the organization.

Bombing Rouses Jews 
To Courageous 


ATLANTA (P-O) — Whoever 
placed the bombs which tore a 
gaping $200,000 hole in The Tem- 
ple here will find that the ob- 
vious attempt to intimidate the 
Jewish community has failed. 

AFTER ITS first shock, the 
one most noticeable reaction 
from all ranks of the community 
was one of anger. The anger had 
very little fear behind it. The 
anger was directed mostly at the 
effrontery of person or persons 
who thought that they could 
bring the Jewish community to 
its knees by use of force. 


The most satisfying phase of| 


the terroristic act was the quick 
response of outrage from all ele- 
ments, not only of the local com- 
munity, but from the American 
community at large, starting with 
President Eisenhower. 

WHEREAS heretofore the at- 
torney general had ruled that 
the FBI might not be called in 
bombing case, at the personal 
behest of Eisenhower, FBI Chief 
Hoover was asked to intervene. 

This is a new factor which may 
bring the culprits to speedy jus- 
tice. 

LOCAL POLICE had an angle 
to go on. A group of pickets call- 
ing themselves part of a National 
Committee to Free America from 
Jewish Domination had marched 
in front of the office of the At- 
lanta Constitution recently. (P-O 
Aug. 8). Police had arrested the 
pickets at the time, and when 
one of them was questioned he 
gave investigators a lead which 
may break the case. It is be- 
lieved that the bombings in the 
South of Jewish centers and 
houses of worship all stem from 
the same organization. 

THE SUSPECT who said he 
might be killed for speaking out 
signed a statement that dyna- 
miting of a Jewish temple was 
planned last May at a meeting 
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ATLANTA (P-O) — The se- 
quence*of events in the bombing 
of The Temple here ran this way: 

POLICE received reports of 
the blast at 3:43 Sunday morn- 
ing. A clock in The Temple 
stopped at 3:34. 

Efforts to determine the site 
of the blast—undetected from the 
street where The Temple is lo- 
cated—went on in vain until 7:45

At that time, Robert Benton, 
janitor of The Temple, discov- 
ered the blast site on coming 
to work and called The Tem- 
ple secretary who informed Rabbi 
Rothschild. 

At 8 a.m., police arrived, fol- 
lewed later by Mayor Hartsfield 
who, at 9 a.m., suggested a $50,- 
000 reward for apprehension and 
conviction of those responsible. 
| ATLANTA Police Chief Her- 
bert Jenkins requested the FBI 
| to come in on the case. That was 
}10 a.m. 

Shortly after noon, President 
Eisenhower, in New York, told 
| FBI director J. Edgar Hoover

| AT 5 P.M., FBI demolition ex-

“IT confidently expect to have 
services this Friday night,” he 
said. “I want to have services 
there because I think it is im- 
portant that we continue to use 
the temple for its spiritual pur- 
pose, particularly in the light 
of what happened.” 

THE TEMPLE is the city’s 
oldest and only Reform group. 
It was founded in 1867. 

RALPH McGILL, editor of 
the Atlanta Constitution and 
considered a leading moderate 
in the South, in a column today 
termed the dynamiting a “crop 
of things sown.” He said in 
part: 

“It is the harvest of defiance 
of courts and the encourage- 
ment of citizens to defy law on 


| the part of many Southern poli- 


ticians. 

“IT IS NOT possible to preach 
lawlessness and restrict it. 

“To be sure, none said go 
bomb a Jewish temple or a 
school. 

“But let it be understood that 
when leadership in high places 
in any degree fails to support 
constituted authority, it opens 
the gates to all those who wish 
to take law into their hands.” 

The Anti-Defamation League 
of B’nai B'rith released a list 
today of 46 bombings and at- 
tempted bombing of religious 
institutions, schools and other 
property in the South since Jan, 
1, 1957. 

Four of the explosions, all of 
which occurred this year, were 
of Jewish community buildings. 

POLICE reported a new clew 
Wednesday morning—a crudely 
pencileqd note sent through the 
mails to the Atlanta Jewish 
community threatening dire ac- 
tion. It was written before the 
bombing.

Another seg- 
ment of. opinion holds that entry 
of the council into this area of 
activity may lead to an organ- 
izational split along sectional 
lines and thus affect the organ- 
ization’s. major objective—fight- 
ing Zionism.

Poor, Rich--People in All Walks 


JERUSALEM (P-O) — How 
does the president of Israel re- 
ceive his people on Jewish holi- 
days? 

He cannot receive in the house 
bought for him by the govern- 
ment, modest as that house is, 
because it is too small. So he 
receives in an annex—what may 
be the simplest and most un- 
pretentious reception room of a 
head of state anywhere. 

The hut, since that’s what it 
is, is a large wooden building 
wit han asbestos roof. 





THE HALL of the reception 
room is decorated with handi- 
crafts, many of them made by 
children, and with pictures by 
Israelis, on the walls. 

Although they have been go- 
ing on for six years—the recep- 





tions are held twice a year, on 
the first intermediate days of 
Passover and Tabernacles — the 
introductions to the _ president 
have not become meaningless. 
Mrs. Itzhak Ben-Zvi is quick to 
give sympathy to those who de- 
sire it, and the president takes 
time to chat with all those who 
pause to do So. 


ONE MAN who sobbed that 
he had lost his job, for example, 
got it back after the president 
investigated. 

Maybe that’s one of the rea- 
sons the line of people—poor and 
rich, young and old, cultured and 
uneducated—who wait in first- 
come, first-served style is get- 
ting longer. 

In past receptions, six or seven 
thousand have waited to see the

president, but this Sukkot there 
were more than 10,000 in the line, 


ALONG THE line, to keep 
those waiting from getting bored, 
eight choirs and _ bands, and 
small children, Scouts, and oth- 
ers, including Arabs, display 
musical talents. 

Many of the individuals who 
wait are alone, and come to the 
receptions spontaneously because 
they hear about them; but many 
others are groups that come 
from kibbutzim, Arab villages, 
and outlying areas. Many also 
reflect where they came from 
by their clothes—the people in 
the line wear everything from 
open - necked, sleeves - rolled - up 
shirts to formal wear. 

At the reception of the presi- 
dent of Israel, all are equal.

ALTHOUGH the student body 
is 65 per cent Jewish, the Cath- 
olic students walked out with 
them in a body in a strike which 
they vow will be continued un- 
til the director has been re- 
moved. 

Groups of the girls visited the 
daily papers, who took up the 
cudgels against the principal. 


PUBLIC OPINION is clearly 
on the side of the Jewish pupils. 
The incident is part of a larg- 
er picture which concerns im- 
plementation of a law passed 
by parliament authorizing the 
establishment of private uni- 
versities supported by the Cath- 
clic clergy. 


PRACTICALLY all Jews op- 
pose the law, because it means 
more segregation. Congress- 
man Isaac Breyter, however, 
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who is Jewish, voteq for the 
bill. 

The entire country is in an 
uproar over the law, with mass 
demonstrations and protest 
meetings taking place continu- 
ously.

Kupat Holim, 
the Israel Federation of Labor 
medical army added a_ similar 
amount to the fund, the Jeru- 
salem Post reported. 


DR. ROBERT P. GLOVER has

teries of her heart dces not 
close _ properly. Uncorrected, 
the condition usually means pre: 
mature death, and Mrs. Goltz 
had previously been given no 
hope. She has been near death 
five times in the last seven 
years,

being cared for by friends. Her 
husband, who accompanied her 
here, is a telegraph operator.

LOS ANGELES (P-O)—“The 
word ‘Jew’ continues to be the 
Cirtiest proper noun in the Eng- 
lish language. It is still for too 
many people a term of dispar- 
agement and depreciation,” says 
Milton A. Senn, Pacific South- 
west regional director of the 
fnti-Defamation League. 

WRITING IN HIS monthly 
column inthe Southern Cali- 
fornia B’nai B’rith Record, Senn 
declared that “this depressing 
observation followed an experi- 
ment with a group of teachers 
attending a workshop in human 
relations this past summer.” 

In his class Senn discussed 
the “loaded” nature of certain 
words in English. He asked 
members of the class to 
| write in a sentence or two their 
reactions to the word “Jew.” 

“ALMOST one-third submit- 
ted unfavorable responses; an 
equal number were favorable, 
and the majority were neutral 
and ambiguous,” .Senn wrote.

LOS ANGELES (P-0O)—Herh 
Brin, editor of the Heritage- 
Southwest Jewish Press, of this 
city and San Diego, walkeq out 
cn an Israel Bonds celebration 
here when a speech in German 
was begun by Dr. Manfred 
George, editor of Aufbau, Ger- 
man language Jewish weekly. 


IN AN EDITORIAL follow- 
ing the meeting, Brin called 
German “a bestial tongue” and 
expressed indignation that no 
One else joined him in his waik- 
out at the Jewish Club of 19332 
meeting. (The Jewish Club of 
1933 is an organization of Jew- 
ish refugees from Hitler Ger- 
many.) 

Brin also blasted the move- 
ment of Jews back to Germany, 
who he noted were “lured by 
pensions and grants offered by 
the land that slaughtered our 
people.” 

IN THE CURRENT Heritage, 
Brin prints a protest letter 
against his action by Fred S.

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40 Families Forced to Convert to Islam 
In 1838 Now Re-enter Jewish Faith

JERUSALEM (P-O)—The final 
remnants of 80,000 Jews who be- 
came Moslems rather than face 
death in Mashad, Persia th 1838 
returned to their own religion 
recently in an official ceremony 


there. 

After 120 years, 30 families of 
*Mashad marranos” openly re- 
embraced their faith, Rosh Ha- 
shanaere, the same day the pre- 
sent Shah returned the city’s 
ancient synagogue to the repre- 
sentatives of the Jewish com- 
munity. 


A GROUP of Persian Jewish 
leaders arriving in Israel to dis- 
cuss matters of immigration told 
the tragic story of their marrano 
brethren. 

The persecution in 1838 began 
when the Moslems took over the 
town and decreed that its 60,000 
Jews could choose between Islam 
and death, since they were con- 
sidered impure in the holy town 
of Mashad where the son of the 
prophet Mohammed was buried. 

Only a few succeeded in leav- 
ing the town. Some of them ar- 
rived in Jerusalem where they 
established the beautiful Mashad 
synagogue, The remainder be- 
came Moslems to all intents and 
purposes, but remained Jews in 
secret, keeping their faith alive 
for seven decades. 


SOME 30 YEARS ago when! 


many of the Persian religious 
groups and sheikhs lost their in- 
fluence thousands of the mar- 
ranos fled to Teheran, Persia’s 
capital, where they promptly re- 
turned to Judaism and built syn- 
agogues. Many who stayed were 
able to return to their former 
faith in Mashad. 


Anti-Jewish feelings forced the 
majority to leave for the capital 
and also for Israel. 


The Persian visitors asserted 
that the present Shah and his 
family as well as the government 
are “absolutely friendly” toward 
the 80,000 Jews in that country.

ROME (WNS)— Among the 
thousands of messages of con- 
dolence reaching this city as it 
mourns the death of Pope Pius 
XII were hundreds from Jewish 
leaders and communities 
throughout the world. 


AMONG the messages were 
one from President Itzhak ben 
Zvi of Israel and another from 
Chief Rabbi Itzhak Herzog, who 
called the Pope’s death a loss 
tu the world at large. 

Rabbi Herzog recalleqg the 
audience he was given by Pope 
Pius XII in 1946 when he in- 
voked the Pope’s assistance for 
the restoration of Jewish chil- 
dren who were torn from the 
arms of their families during 
the Nazi holocaust. 


IN NEW YORK, where she 
is attending the UN General As- 
sembly, Israel’s Foreign Minis- 
ter Mrs. Golda Meir called the 
late Pope “a great servant of 
peace.” 

“We share in the grief of hu- 
manity at the passing away of 
His Holiness Pope Pius XII. In 
a generation afflicted by wars 
and discords, he upheld the high- 
est ideals of peace ang com- 
passion. When fearful martyr- 
com came to our people in the 
decade of Nazi terror, the voice 
cf the Pope was uplifted in con- 
cemnation of the persecutors 
and in compassion for their 
victims.

was enriched by a voice speak- 
ing out on the great moral 
truths above the tumult of daily 
conflict.

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HOROWITZ BLAMES POLICY

JERUSALEM (P-O) — Bank 
of Israel] Governor David Horo- 
witz; alarmed at the _ rapid 
growth of the national debt 
which has reached over $115 
million in the last four years, 
charged the government this 
week with direct responsibility 
for the continuing inflation. 


Mr. Horowitz’ memorandum 
pointed out the government’s 
practice of spending more than 
it received in revenue, was ito 
blame.

JEWISH SCHOOL TOTALS 
IN L. A. JUMP AGAIN 


LOS ANGELES (P-O)—First 
figures on enrollment in local 
Jewish schools indicate that 
new attendance heights may be 
reached, and that there is a 
growing trend toward the week 
day school as compared to the 
one-day-a-week Sunday _ school. 

Prof. Morris Leibman, direc- 
tor of the Bureau of Jewish 
Education, told The POST and 
OPINION that this was only an 
interim report, with a fuller 
picture due in mid-November. 

Leibman expressed the opin- 
ion that the 1958-59 school year 
in the 69 schools affiliated with 
the Bureau would equal or bet- 
ter the phenomenal 17 per cent 
leap shown by the 1957-58 term. 
This increase of 17 per cent 
was triple that of the Los 
Angeles population growth. 

In 1957-58 more than 19,000 
children were enrolled in all 
levels of the BJE affiliates. 





Some 4,000 others attend schools 
not affiliated with the BJE, to 
make a total of more _ than 
22,000. At the present enroll- 
ment rate, Los Angeles may re- 
port more than 27,000 students 
this term. 


JEWISH ENROLLMENT 
JUMPS 5.7% IN YEAR 


NEW YORK (P-O)—Toial 
registration at all Jewish 
schools is approximately 145,- 
000, an increase of 5.7 per 
cent over last year. This was 
announced by Nathan A. 
Levine, president of the Jew- 
ish Education Committee of 
New. York. 

Levine described the rise 
in Jewish school enrollment 
over the past 10 years as 
“dramatic.”

early issues of Israel’s 1948-49 
stamps, once thrown casually 
into wastebaskets with the en- 
velopes which brought’ them, 
soared rapidly in value. Prices 
skyrocketed to fantastic sums, 
A bit of paper, already post- 
marked, which sold originally at 
the post office for about a dol- 
lar, today commands a price of 
around $30. And the same 
stamp, in unused condition, runs 
to several hundred dollars! 


The successive stamps issued 
ny the Israel postal authorities 


were beautiful specimens _ of 
art. Some countries make it a 
policy to print as many as a 
hundred different stamps each 
year, with an eye on the col- 
lectors. Such policy, of course, 
Cheapens the stamps, and Is- 
rael wisely did not follow such 
example. Over a period of nine 
years the demand for Israel’s 
stamps continued. It is signifi- 
cant that this demand existed 
not only among Jews and Zion- 
ists, but among all general col- 
lectors. The stamps of Israel 
won prizes in world competi- 
tions. They occupied the place 
of honor in innumerable ex- 
hibitions. 


THE STAMPS depicted var- 
ious phases in the life of the 
country. They honored Weiz- 
tribute to the Hebrew Univer- 


sity and the Technion. They 
presented views of scenic beauty 
in the Holy Land. They pic- 
tured fiowers and musical in- 
struments, 

Amazing though it sounds, Is- 
rael’s stamps became an import- 
export item in the country’s 
balance of trade. In some years 
the proceeds from sale of stamps 
to collectors overseas exceeded 
the gross income from export 
of books, religious articles, wine 
or candy. The post office built 
up a_ subscription department 
and handled advance orders 
which mounted month by month 
and year by year. 

BUT ABOUT a year ego the 
inevitable hapened. The boom 
had lasted for nine years, and 
the break was bound to come. 
Thousands of people who had 
bought stamps purely as an in- 
vestment, were caught. Specu- 
lators were wiped out overnight. 
Many Israelis, with a get-rich- 
quick mentality, discovered that 
all their liquid assets were tied 
up in postage stamps, but the 
bottom had dropped out of the 
market. 

One thing must be said about 
a mint postage stamp: It is al- 
ways good in this country, af 
least for postage. The shaking 
out process has been continu- 





ing all this year. Large num- 
bers of stamps which were be- 
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ing hoarded for possible price 
rises, are nOw making their ap- 
pearance on the market—most 
of them to Carry letters through 
the mails. 


THE SPECULATORS burnt 
their fingers, but the intelligent 
collector, to whom philately is 
a hobby, Jooks upon, these de- 
velopments as a healthy mani- 
festation. The stamps of Israel 
are today available at the low=- 
est prices ever quoted. New 
issues may be obtained with- 
out payment of premiums, 

The wise collector is slowly, 
systematically, filling in his al- 
bum at the present low prices, 
There is almost common under- 
standing, by unspoken and un- 
written agreement, not to make 
a rush, and not to create'‘a new 
fever of demand. 

If ever there was a time to 
acquire Israel stamps, whether 
by an old collector or by a new 
one, now is it. There can bea 
great difference between specu- 
lation and prudent investment, 
The philatelist knows that dif- 
ference.

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BARUCH AND B‘NAI B’RITH 


Not only in Israel is a decision being made as to who 
is a Jew. 


ALSO IN THE United States, the same kind of a 
ruling is being put into effect. 

The difference is that in Israel the government is 
seeking to set the criterion which defines a Jew. 


IN THE U. S., the Jewish community by its various 
actions is doing the same thing, with this variation: we 
always insert the adjective “good” before the noun. 

The national organization of the B’nai B’rith has de- 
cided to honor Bernard Baruch, who most certainly is one 
of the greatest living Jews of the disapora. 


BY HONORING Baruch, the B’nai B’rith plays a role 
in defining for the U. S. Jewish community who is a good 
Jew. 

For by selecting Baruch for this signal award, the 
B'nai B’rith sets him apart as a man that the Jewish com- 
munity wishes to look up to. 


WE HERE are not questioning Mr. Baruch’s Jewish- 
ness at all. We too honcr him as a Jew who while achiev- 
ing world recognition as one of the great men of the age, 
has never once sought to hide his Jewish identity. 

But up until now, the U. S. Jewish community has 
not selected for one of its heroes, anyone who has not been 
identified with the organized U. S. Jewish community, 
either the synagogue or some aspect of organized Jewish 
life. 

SO WE MUST assume one of two things. Either the 
B'nai B’rith is aware of undisclosed activities by Mr. Baruch 
in behalf of Jewish causes, cr the B’nai B’rith doesn’t give 
a hang as to whether Edward M. M. Warburg or Sidney 
Hollander or Jacob Blaustein or William Rosenwald and 
the other truly great Jews of this generation work for 
Jewish causes or not. 

The award is embarrassing to the B’nai B’rith in 
another way: 


WHEN THE Anti-Defamation League of the B'nai 
Brith sought to reach Mr. Baruch by telephone in his 
suite at the Camelback Inn (P-O, Nov. 2, 1956) to advise 
him of something he must have already known, that the 
hotel barred ordinary Jews, they were unsuccessful. They 
followed through with three letters, alt of which were 
unanswered. Mr. Baruch continued to stay at the hotel. 


But Mr. Baruch does answer his mail. 


WHEN HE delivered the Judd-Lummer Memorial lec- 
ture at the annual meeting of the Mayo Foundation at 
Rochester, Minn., POST and OPINION reporter Lewis 
Ginsburg was on hand' to pose some questions. Three ques- 
tions were submitted to him in writing, when an interview 
could not be arranged. He replied through the mails. 

The questions and answers as they appeared in The 
POST and OPINION (Nov. 17, 1950) follow: 

Question: If requested to do so, would you be willing 
to lend your talents to planning and/or participating in 
an investment or fund-raising program for Israel, either 
in an official or advisory capacity? 

Answer: I have no more time to give to anything else, 
other than to those things to which I am already obligated. 

Question: Do you have any suggestions to offer re- 
garding Israel’s serious economic difficulties? 

Answer: I have not. 

Question: In your opinion has the establishment of 
the Jewish state benefitted U. S. Jewry? In what way? 

Answer: The establishment of the Jewish state in 
Israel and its effect on U. S. Jewry will depend on how 
it is condugted. 


NOT THE SAME THING 


We learn from Assistant Secretary of State William 
B. Macomber Jr. that Egypt in expelling her Jews was 
“asserting a right which is claimed by all sovereign states 
and which has been accepted by the U. S. Supreme Court 


as in accordance with international law.” 


MR. MACOMBER was replying to a letter from Sen- 
ator Jacob Javits. 

This is a cold, stony view of the despoilation by Nasser 
of thousands of Egyptian Jews, many of whom had lived 
in Egypt for centuries and against whom there was not 
the slightest taint of disloyalty. 


ALTHOUGH Mr. Macomber’s answer to Sen. Javits 
was no doubt correct and official, we hope that those 
who like to accuse the Israelis of driving out the Palestine 
Arabs will not fail to note his remarks. 


There is a vast difference between what happened 
when the Arabs fled Palestine with the promise of a 
speedy return to wreak their vengeance on the Jews, and 
the action of Nasser. 


THE WORLD seems to find it easy to forget Jewish 
suffering, and had it not been for a girl named Anne Frank, 
we doubt that very many people would be recalling the 
six million Hitler killed. 

But the Arab refugee who is chained to his martyr’s 
post on Israel’s borders by Nasser and the other Arab 
potentates, him we are not allowed to forget. 
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Here’s a logical presentation by one of 


the most astute men in the rabbinate, which 
you may find disturbing. Rabbi Stuart Rosen- 
berg, now_of Beth Tzedec in Toronto never 
screams shrilly, that is not his way. 

BUT BEFORE I give you what he has 
to say about the modern, sophisticated Amer- 
ican Jew who finds it almost impossible to 
pray, let me take issue with him, also in a 
minor key. 

To us it seems that the problem is not 
one of not praying. 

Every Jew who looks into the sleeping 
face of his child, or sees the glory of the 
world at some revealing moment, or is grate- 
ful for what he has, utters a silent prayer, 
and that prayer is as heartfelt and as sincere 
as prayer can be. 


THIS SAME person doesn’t say grace 
when he sits down with his family at meal- 
time, nor does he say kiddush Friday night, 
nor does he attend Sabbath services. 

These things seem to him to be part of a 
hocus pocus which he cannot bring himself to 
participate in. 

This then is the problem—how to make 
the leap from private prayer to public prayer. 

Having said this, here are Rabbi Rosen- 
berg’s views from his bulletin of last March 21, 

“One of my minister friends tells me 
that he explains to his congregation the 
fact that of all groups, Jewish synagogue 
attendance is the sparsest, by telling them 
that the Jewish home is conceived as a 
sanctuary. Therefore, he suggests, in Ju- 
daism prayer is home-centered. He is most 
generous. 


| 


“Historically, he is correct. In 
of actual current Jewish habit he is wrong, 

“Prayer among most Jews today is a 
lost art—at home and in the synagogue, 
Now that we have become so sophisticateg 
that we can ‘live without prayer,’ we 
pray nowhere. And if I may be so bold— 
even when ve come to our temples and 
shuls few of us really pray. We read 
words and hurried phrases in Hebrew or 
in English—but we often lack kavana— 
the inner, g!owing motivation, the sparks 
of heartfelt devotion. To put it in a single 
‘word—we lack a feeling of reverence ag 
a basic attitude toward life. 

“You may change all the prayers in 
the prayer book, you may substitute Eng- 
lish for Hebrew, but you still will not 
achieve the goal. The problem is not so 
much one of the language of prayer, as 
it is the need for an inner, personal mood 
that is congenial to praying! 

“Frankly, unlike many rabbis and 
synagogue leaders, I am not primarily con- 
cerned with synagogue attendance as such. 
That will come, if something infinitely 
more important in the Jewish tradition 
precedes it. 

“We have to recapture the lost art of 
wanting to pray, of being prayerful. We 
have to make that minister’s appraisal as 
true of today as it is of yesterday. 

“Regardless of how briefly, at first, 
we must begin to pray in our homes, with 
our families, at our tables and our festive 
boards. We must pray not only for public 
display at appointed times and seasons, 
but every day of our lives. 

“In the words of one Jewish scholar: 
‘Prayer is our humb'e answer to the in- 
conceivable surprise of living. It is all 
we can offer ini return for the mystery 
by which we live. It is gratefulness which 
makes the soul great’.” 





WHAT TEENAGERS THINK ABOUT GOD

Out of the mouths of babes and sucklings 
comes wisdom. From all that would teach me 
I have learned. 

I had just outlined a- lecture on four as- 
pects of God: God in nature, God in history, 
God in conscience and God in folkways. I 

asked myself why I had 
chosen these four categories 
and in this order. The answer 
came some days later when 
I was leafing through some 
term papers of a confirma- 
tion class of 15 years ago. 

I had asked the confir- 
mands to write a paragraph 
on their conception of God. 
Here were the four I had 
marked for special excel-

lence: 


THIS IS what Jane said—‘“I see God in 
nature; on a mountain top or at the seashore, 
in a giant redwood or a violet, in a sunset 
or a storm, I see a power and a purpose that 
I just naturally address as God. And I feel 
grateful toward God for having made mé part 
of all this wonder and beauty. But just as I 
am more than an animal, because I have 
memory and ideals, so is God more than 
nature. He is the spirit within nature and 
above nature, using nature for His larger 
purpose.” 

Here is what David said—‘For me, God 
is in human fellowship. The care of my par- 
ents, their sacrifices for me; my sister and 
brother and the family loyalty they share 
with me. The devotion of my teachers who 
have helped me to know some of the facts 
of this great world. The boys and girls I go 
to school with and play with, who put up 
with my faults and make me proud of my 
virtues—-ali these make me realize that there 


is some power working to make it possible. . 


If there were not, I think it would be so 
easy to work on the basis of each man for 
himself and the devil take the hindmost. Every 
day I enjoy some new treat made possible by 
some other person’s thought and work. I can’t 
thank these often unknown and invisible bene- 


factors; so I thank God as the one who re- 
presents all the goodness in human nature 
that has made my life delightful.” 


CONSIDER this from Ruth—“God comes 
to me most often at a symphony concert or 
in the art gallery. Here is something that 
transcends nature or ordinary logic. An as- 
semblage of men with various instruments 
made of wood, horsehair, catgut, reeds, brass, 
wires, etc., faithful to a score of musical notes, 
produce a magic of sounds that take me out 
of this world and stir in me thoughts and 
feelings so full: of ‘pain and yearning that‘I 


want to cry. I know something about the 
mathematics of music, but I can’t help be- 
lieve that something coursed through the mind 
of the composer which is above and beyond 
the score and something happens to the plays 
ers who transmute those notes which comes 
from a power not ourselves. Every work of 
genius is a mark of God’s presence, a token 
of that perfection which is latent in all of 
us. Beethoven and Rembrandt are His messen- 
gers, revealing His glory to those who have 
eyes to see and ears to hear.” 

And Doris gave us this account—“God has 
been a familiar part of our household from 
the time I became conscious of myself. I re 
member my grandfather praying each morn- 
ing with his talit and tefilin. I remember my 
first solemn instruction to hand!e with special 
care the sacred Hebrew books because the 
name of God was in them. I remember the 
Sabbath service at the table on Friday eve- 
ning and the blessings, especially the one made 
by my father over my head, asking God to 
make me as Leah, Rachel and Rebekah. I 
remember the holy days when the whole house 
was turned upside down and we prepared spe- 
cial meals and put on our best clothes, all 
to honor our God and Father. 

“THE THOUGHT of God, the name of 
God, and the presence of God have become 
bound up with all my most precious memor- 
ies. I can’t think of my parents or my grand- 
parents or my home without thinking of Him 
as part of it. 

“I have learned something about the evo- 
lution of the God-idea in my religious school 
classes and, of course, I have been made aware 
at high school that there is a conflict between 
science and religion. One of the smart boys 
at school has told me that God is no more 
real than Santa Claus. But these experiences 
have in no way weakened my complete ac- 
ceptance of God. I feel that if I denied Him, 
I would be denying my home and my parents 
and every feeling of loyalty, of love, of rev- 
erence, of joy and sorrow in my heart.” e¢ 
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SOLDIER SUGGESTS COUNTRY-WIDE JEWISH READING ROOMS 


@ Editor, Jewish POST and OPINION: 
There has been much talk, 


put little proposed action, about 
the decrease in knowledge and 
interest in Judaism among the 
Jewish people. The synagogues, 
for the most part, increasingiy 
find their time devoted to the 
social and cultural aspects of 
life, and have not been able to 
go out among the people and 
teach them the reasons behind 
the Jewish beliefs and prac- 
tices, with the result that these 
beliefs have become regarded as 
archaic holdovers from some 
earlier period. 

I would like to propose the 
following course of action to in 
part correct this: 

THAT A FUND be started for 


the establishment of “Houses 
of Instruction” in the major 
centers of Jewish life. These 


would not be synagogues: No 
prayers would be said, no con- 
gregations would be sought, and 
no social or professional acts 
would be performed. Thev 
would be places where Jew and 
ron-Jew might come in, read 
literature, get information as to 
our customs and traditions, and 
ask those ever-present questions 
which trouble the mind of so 
many of the people. 

Answers to some of the more 
obvious arguments against the 
plan are: 

ONE: “Most of the people 
who come in will do so out cf 
idle curiosity or to jeer.” Cer- 
tainly, at first many of the peo- 


ple would come to scoff, or just 
out of curiosity. However, when 
they see that there are indeed 
answers possible to the “un- 
answerable” questions, we migh 
expect that some of them will 
change their minds and become 
sincerely interested. : 

TWO: “It might antagonize 
the Christian population, and 
thus Cause ill effects.” 

There are two answers to this: 
First, if it were tastefully done, 
and handleq with tact and sin- 
cerity, it should no more antag- 
onize the majority of the Chris- 
tians than do the Christian 
Science reading rooms, or the 
advertisements by the Knights 
of Columbus. Secondly, if it 
does antagonize a small section, 
then it will be well worth it 
when this is weighed against 
the worth of bringing back Jews 
from their atheism. » Moreover, 
the question now-a-days is less 
“Jew or Christian” than it is 
“Jew or believer in nothing”; 
conversions among _ Christians 
would be very rare as compared 
with awakening an interest once 
again among Jews who had 
lost it. 

THREE: “It is a duplication 
of the duties of the synagogue.” 
There are several responses to 
this: Firstly, this is not so, as 
anyone whose interest would be 
aroused by the houses of instruc- 
tion would naturally turn to tne 
synagogues to further their tn- 
terest and studies. The houses 





would be more for arousing in- 


terest and starting understand- 
inig, while the synagogues would 
continue the interest so aroused 
and deepen the undersianding. 
Secondly, very few non-Jews 
come to a synagogue to learn 
about Judaism; yet, when rabbis 
have gone out to speak to 
church groups they have found 
a large ignorance of what Jews 
actually believe coupled with a 
real desire to know. Peopie 
might step in from the street 
lo a room to ask questions or to 
reaq literature, whereas very 
few have ever done so with a 
synagogue, and there is no guar- 
antee that the rabbi would have 
the time to handle this if it did 
happen. 

FOUR: “You would never get 
unpaid volunteers of sufficient 
learning to stay in these houses.” 

Of the many rabbis that I have 
talked to, all of them are noi 
enly willing, but eager to dis- 
cuss Judaism with any people 
who wish to learn. Too often 
the rabbi finds that synagogue 
work ties them up with meei- 
ings and finances which are im- 
portant, but which give them 
little intellectual stimulation, or 
chance to apply their deep 
learning. I believe that it would 
be found that most rabbis would 
not only be happy to contribute 
two or three hours of their 
time to this, but would also 
profit themselves’ by having 
their beliefs revitalizeg.in the 
crucible of public discussion and 
teacher-pupil relationship. 





FIVE: “Where would money 
come from?” The total outlay 
for houses of instruction sucn 
as we have been discussinz 
would be the rent of a store, the 
gas and electricity, and the out- 
lay for literature and books 
Most of this could probably be 
supplied in conjunction with the 
local synagogue, and I am sure 
the rest could be made up in 
voluntary contributions. 

It might seem that the divi- 


sions within Judaism would pre-. 


clude the establishment of these 
houses of instruction. The 
question of what to teach; ie, 
whose brand of Judaism would 
be followed, is to my mind a 
cifficult but not an_ insoluble 
problem. 


It may turn out that the 
label is more of an_ obstacle 
than the actual belief. A book 
like “Basie Judaism” by Milton 
Steinberg, or some similar wor', 
as a starter, and one like “Where 
Judaism Differed” by Abba Hillel 
Silver as a more advanced se- 
lection, would be agreed upon 
by most authorities. Much of 
the choice might be left up to 
the rabbi himself with the only 
restriction that he try to give a 
comprehensive view of Judaisin 
and refrain as far as possible, 
from attacking other positions 
within Judaism. ; 


The final argument against 
this proposition is that “it has 
never been done this way be- 
fore.” It is true that while Jews 


existed in ghettos under suffer- 
ance of arbitrary rulers there 
was no need nor any opportunity 
for disseminating knowledge of 
Judaism. In the present day in 
the United States, however, 
there is both an ever-growing 
reed and a wide opportunity. 
One spark may be all that is 
needed to crystalize tha uncer- 
tainties of the younger Jewish 
ing of the truths inherent in 
Judaism. ... 


SINCE WRITING the above, 
i have spoken .to several people 
and would like to add the fol- 


lowing remark: Rather than 
ask practicing rabbis io take 
time from their crowded sched- 
ules on a volunteer basis, it has 
been suggested that rabbis who 
have retired would be an ideal 
source for personnel for these 
houses. They could be pais a 
modest amount, which would 
supplement retirement pensions 
that they already receive, and 
would probably be more than 
happy to occupy their time with 
leisurely talks with interested 
persons, and not become rest- 
less if several hours do pass 
without anyone coming in. 

To stimulate interest in this 
project, and although I am only 
a private in the Army, I will 
volunteer $10 toward a fund to 
pay for such expenses as are 
necessary.

Israel To Invest $300 Million In Negev 


JERUSALEM (P-O)—$300 mil- 
lion will be needed in the next 
ten years for continued develop- 
ment of the Negev’s natural re- 
sources disclosed Dr. M. Bader, 
director-general of the ministry 
of development.

8 Israelis Guilty 
Of Murder 
At Kafr Kasim 


JERUSALEM (P-O) — Eight 
Israeli border policemen were 
convicted of murder this week, 
as verdicts were rendered in the 
slaying of 47 Arabs in the village 
of Kafr Kasim in October 1956, 
when Israel began the Sinai cam- 
paign. 

Three other policemen were 
acquitted. 

In the verdict the seven po- 
licemen were found guilty of 
having killed 43 men, women, 
énd children “deliberately and 
without justification.’ The 
commander of the _ policemen, 
‘faj. Shmuel Malinki, was con- 
victed of issuing the order that 
leg to the killings. 

Judge Benjamin Halevy, presi- 
dent of the court, did not explain 
why the three were found not 
guilty. 

IN THE TRIAL which lasted 
almost a year, 79 witnesses took 
the stand and more than 5000 
pages of court proceedings were 
recorded. 

The case was heard by a spe- 
cial three-man tribunal, 


PRIOR TO THE _ incident, 
which occurred at dusk, Oct. 
29, 1956, Maj. Malinki put into 
effect a 5 p. m. curfew for Arab 
villages along the Jordanian 
border. When Kafr Kasim resi- 
dents, unaware of the order, re- 
turned “late” from the fields. 
the policemen opened fire. 

It was clear, Judge Halevy 
said, that the men were ordered 
to kill. In fact, Maj. Malinki 
himself shot two of the victims, 

Judge Halevy also noted that 
the same curfew was imposed 
on other Arab villages, but 
there the order was interpreted 
differently and no incidents oc- 
curred. 


ISRAEL has no death penal- 
‘ ty so the severest verdict can 
be life imprisonment,
